threat, any person from accepting or 
helding any office, trust or place of 


confidence under the United States, or 


from discharging any duties thereof, 
or to injure him in his persen or 
property on account of the lawful 
discharge of the duties of his office, or 
while engaged in the lawful discharge 
thereof, or to Injure his property so as 
to molest, interrupt, hinder or impede 
him in the discharge of his official 
duties, each of such persons shall be 
fizied not more than $5,000 or impris- 
oned not more than six years, or both. 
Other Provisions Cited. 

“And by section 19 of the criminal 
code it is made criminal for two or 
more persons to conspire to injure or 
threaten or intimidate any citizen in 
the free exercise or enjoyment of any 
right or privilege secured to him by 
the constitution or laws of the United 


States or because of his having so ex- 


ercised the same.” 

‘One year’s imprisonment and a $1,- 
000. fine confront the men who shall 
threaten, by letter or otherwise, any 
witness, juror. or officer of the gov- 
ernment engaged in the administra- 
tion of justice, the judge declared. 


“U. S. Laws Are Supreme.” 


“The constitution of the United | 


States provides that its laws and 


the land, and the judges in every state 
shall be bound thereby, any statute 

or any law of the state to the contrary 
notwithstanding,” Judge Wilkerson 
went on. 

“The laws of the United States are 
binding upon every citizen upon every 
foot of the tefritory of the United 
States, and if this government is to 
he preserved, those laws must be ex- 
ecuted.” 

Sometimes some of the laws may be 
unpopular in certain communities, but 
they must be enf nevertheless, 
the judge said. Sometimes officers of 
the government encounter opposition 
on account of a local feeling against 
the laws they are enforcing, he point- 


“When that situation arises,” ‘he 
said, “it is incumbent on the national 
government to protect its officers, and 
it is for you, in the performance of 
your duty as grand jurors, to do your 
part to see that those who are 
charged with the execution of the 
laws of the United States, in this jur- 
isdiction, are protected.” 

This last reference was believed ap- 
plicable to the case of Myron Caffey, 
special prohibition agent in a squad 
sent secretly from Washington to 
check up on grafting agents of the 
Chicago office. Caffey, in a raiding 
party on a saloon, shot and wounded 
William Beatty, bailiff in the Municipal 
court. 

A warrant was issued charging Caf- 
fey’ With assault to murder, but be- 
fore he could be arrested, Judge Wil- 
kerson issued a habeas corpus cum 
causa, which forestalled action in the 
state courts, and transferred the en- 
tire matter before himself.

Sinclair’s Rival Says He 


Got Nowhere. 


[Chicage Tribune Press Service.) 
. Washington, D. C., April 3.—[Spe- 
clal.]—President Harding and Secre- 
tafy of War Weeks, Secretary of Com- 
merce Hoover iand Attorney General 


Daugherty—warned in April, 1922, that 
Secretary of the Interior Fall had 
leased the Teapot Dome naval oil re- 
eerve to Harry F. Sinclair without 
@mpetitive bidding, refused to inter- 
fere, Birch Helms, a New York banker, 
told the senate oil scandal committee 
today. 

Helm’, former vice president of the 
Texas and Pacific Oil company, testi- 


Fall's. cabinet colleagues, protesting 
against the Sinclair lease, which was 
executed secretly after the Texas and 
Pacific company had been told the re- 
sérve was not to be opened to private 
operators. 

‘Helms asserted that in September, 
1921, when reports that Sinclair was 
te obtain a lease were first heard, he 
offered bids to EB. C. Finney, Fall's 
assistant., to Secretary of the Navy 
Denby and to Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy Roosevelt. They all told 
him, he said, that the matter was in 
the hands of Fall. 

Learns of Sinclair Coup. 

“The lease on the Dome to Sinclair 
and on 
April 19, when he heard of it Helms as- 
serted today, he dispatched a tele- 
gtam to President Harding protesting 
that his company should have had an 
opportunity to bid and asking for an 
appointment on April 25 or 26. 

At the same time other telegrams, 
quoting the one sent to the President, 
were sent Secretaries Weeks and Hoo- 
ver and the attorney general with the 
request in each case, “ If: you are in- 
terested, hope you will discuss matter 
with him.” 

Helms received a reply from George 
B. Christian, Harding’s secretary, as- 
serting that it would be impossible for 
the President to see him on April 25 
because of a cabinet meeting, and on 
April 26 the President planned to go 
to Ohio for a Grant anniversary cele- 
bration. 

Becretary Weeks replied that “for 
good reasons” he did not wish to be- 
come involved in the controversy and 
Secretary Hoover, replying through 
his secretary, declared he had done all 
he could when he referred the matter 
to the interior department. Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s reply, written by Christian A. 
Gerter, asserted that the commerce

The hut shaped nesting box for 
wrens is a pleasing style if made with 
material which gives it a rustic ap- 
pearance. This model of a house may 
also be adapted for bluebirds by mak- 
ing it deeper, as the bluebird needs a 
cavity 8 inches deep and an cntrance 
hole 1% inches in diameter.
